History of House 


The Gary-Alerding Settlement 
House was founded to care for the 
foreign-born who converged on the 
city destined to be a giant in steel 
producing centers in the United 
States. As early as 1919, Father 
John B. de Ville was given char 
of the work to assist the people 
with their problems of rehabilita- 
tion and Americanization. The 
situation was such that adequate 
headquarters had to be established 
to care for the needs. 

Through the generosity of the 
United States Steel Corporation 
and its board of directors chair- 
man, Judge E. H. Gary, the Most 
Rev. Herman Joseph Alerding, 
Bishop of Fort Wayne, and the 
people of Gary, the Settlement 
House was begun in 1922. It was 
dedicated on May 18, 1924 and 
provided facilities for social and 
religious activities for the foreign- 
speaking Catholics of the city. 

Father de Ville was assisted by 
Father Frank Sheridan and their 
diligent work in the early years 
established the house as one of the 
best institutions in the diocese. 

On February 6, 1930, Father 
John Costello and his assistant, the 
Father Edward Sweigart, took over 
the duties of the Settlement and 
guided its destiny through the dark 
years of the depression. 

During that time, the Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, D. D., Bishop of 
Fort Wayne, spotted the radical 
trend among the educators of youth 
and bent every effort to save the 
youths from succumbing to their 
wiles. He, therefore, initiated a 
program of youth recreation and 
instruction, and the program has 
flourished to the present time. The 
Bishop also assumed the debt on 
the project. 

In June 1935, Father Westendorf 
was relieved of his duties as pas- 
tor of St. Anthony’s Chapel and 
Father Carl Holsinger was named 
to succeed him. ather Westen- 
dorf took advantage of the provi- 
sion in the Gary Public hool 
System whereby religious instruc- 
tions could be conducted in the 
schools. With five Sisters of the 
Poor Handmaids of Christ, accre- 
dited teachers, religious instruc- 
tion classes were established in the 
public schools. Father James Sta- 
pleton assisted in the work from 
1987 to 1938. 

During the post-depression years 
management of the Settlement 
House became difficult. Through 
the efforts of Father Westendorf, 
the institution became a member 
of the Gary Community Chest from 
which, today, 55 per cent of its 
operating and maintenance income 
is derived.

ed repairs and the youth recrea- 
tion program which seemed at a 
stand-still. 

The Community Chest was ap- 
prised of the situation and a reor- 
ganization followed. The budget 
was increased and an emergency 
allotment was granted for repairs. 
After six years of toil and sacri- 
fice on the part of the director, 
clergy and laity, the House has 
been completely reconditioned and 
fully equipped to carry on the 
best youth program in its history. 
St. Anthony’s Chapel, operated 
as a separate organization, is in 
charge of Father Lawrence Grot- 
house and his assistant, Father 
Dominic Pallone. It serves the 
Italian, Mexican and Spanish 
speaking people in the vicinity, 

The Missionary Sisters of Our 
Lady of Victory (Catechists) played 
an important part in the beginning 
of Alerding House. They were 
replaced by the Poor Handmaids 
of Christ when qualified teachers 
were necessary to teach religion 
in the public school. They also 
conducted the recreation projects 
for the children. In August 1949 
the Poor Handmaids were replaced 
by the Missionary Sisters who are 
now conducting the _ instruction 
classes in the House and caring 
for the recreational needs of the 
youths.

AST week we pointed out that 
L God’s way of salvation cannot 
he discovered by human reason 
alone for the simple reason 
that it depends entirely on Him.

Education For All 


Today We’re Influenced 
By Hostile Propaganda 
Of Enemies of God 


Sens: extent to which prejudice 
and propaganda can change the 
attitudes and sentiments of people 
is well illustrated in the position 
taken by leading churchmen to- 
day, as contrasted with that tak- 
en by their brethren of the last 
generation, on the subject of “Re- 
ligion in. Education.” 

On August 31, 1924, the pub- 
lishers of this paper printed a spe- 
cial number on “Religion in Educa- 
tion,” and were able to fill it with 
brief utterances by non-Catholic 
clergymen editors and public of- 
ficials recorded during that partic- 
ular year. 

For instance, the head of the 
Ohio Sunday School Council for 
Religious Training urged the estab- 
lishment of week-day church 
schools and the organization of 
County Sunday School Councils, He 
urged that each county establish 
week-day church schools where 
children are taught religion by spe- 
cial teachers. He held it to be 
“dangerous to educate a man un- 
less you give him a conscience.” 

A New York Judge in the oldest 
Court in the United States, “The 
Court of General Sessions in and 
for the County of New York” said 
in March of that year: “Of all the 
great nations of this earth, save 
one Bolshevik Russia, we alone ex- 
clude religion from our common 
schools.” 

Of course, juvenile delinquency 
was known in the country then, 
even if it was not half as rampant 
as today, but the Judge noted: “It 
is the lack of religious training 
which deprives the youth of a mor- 
al code on which to build char- 
acter.” 

In those days the immigration 
bars were not down as they are 
today, yet the Judge noted: “The 
immigrant trained in a religious 
school nine times out of ten is law 
abiding. But his son and his daugh- 
ter, privileged: to attend our 
great schools, are the ones who 
come before me day after day.” 

At that time there was agita- 
tion in many states for the intro- 
duction of the Bible into public 
schools; in that day the General 
Council of the Presbyterian Church 
met at Atlantic City and asked for 
$2,200,000.00 for church schools; in 
that day Methodists, Baptists, 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, and 
representatives of other Sects met 
at Wilkinsburg, Pa., to discuss 
ways and means of reaching all the 
children of the community with re- 
ligious instruction. The result was 
the enrollment of 2,000 children, 
more than 90% of the public school 
population, in religious instruction 
classes. 

The Literary Digest (May 16, 
1924) reported a meeting of the 
World Sunday School Association, 
which advocated a sort of “League 
of Nations Organization” for the 
one purpose of bringing to children 
throughout the world instruction in 
religion in education. It even laid 
emphasis on that need in sessions 
of the National Educational Asso- 
ciation on July 24. 

In that year a plan was worked 
out at Charleston, S. C., approved 
by the City School Board whereby 
children of that city would be giv- 
en one hour each week for religious 
instruction in the various churches. 

In that year the question of re- 
ligious instruction in high schools 
in New York State was discussed 
at the annual Convention of the 
Associated Academic Principals of 
Syracuse, New York. 

In that year the Federation of 
Churches in Ohio decided to exper!- 
ment “an hour each week in church 
centers near the schools” with a 
program for week-day religious in- 
struction.

He goes on to say that Our 
Lady occupies a unique position 
in the regard of the Heavenly 
Father. As the Son is the sole 
Mediator with the Father, so God 
has willed that Mary be the Med- 
iatrix with the Son, the Mediatrix 
of All Graces. The Lord willed 
to come to man through Mary, 
and He wills that we should re- 
turn to Him likewise through her. 
The whole treatise sparkles with 
gems of quotations from Saints 
and Doctors of the Church sub- 
stantiating his doctrine. 

He advocated the ultimate in 
devotion to Our Lady: complete 
surrender of our will and goods

Incarnate Wisdom. He recom- 
mends our making ourselves her

Live The Act 


But the mere making of this 
Act is not enough, he says, it 
has to be lived.

Effect Of U. N. 
Declaration Bad 


Then Mrs. Brady notes how the 
people, friendly and unfriendly to 
the present government, were sol- 
idified after a denunciation of 
Franco’s government by the United 
Nations: 


“On this writer’s next visit, De- 
cember 1947, matters had changed. 
The United Nations General As- 
sembly had passed a resolution de- 
claring that Franco’s Government 
was . threat to world peace (now 
accepted as not only far-fetched 
but ridiculous). This had served 
to put Franco firmly in the saddle 
—a fact attested to not only by 
Spaniards but also by foreigners. 
Even the Monarchists, outside of 
a narrow group looking to the so- 
cial side of a restoration, while in- 
sisting on an eventual return of 
a king, agreed that Franco was the 
only possible solution. The law 
of succession had just been passed 
giving Franco the right to name 
his successor and, while criticiz- 
ing the actual voting process, it 
brought a feeling of relief that 
was shared by foreigners, 


“A little more than a year later, 
this writer found a universal] in- 
sistence that Franco was the only 
possible head for the government. 
Not only because there was no one 
to succeed him but because of the 
very serious economic crisis threat- 
ening.” 


Even The Bees 
Starved To Death 


As to the economic situation in 
Spain, Mrs. Brady holds that it 
has been aggravated chiefly by a 
long drought: 


“For there is no doubt now that 
if the present drought continues 
and no aid is received from _ the 
United States, the economic situa- 
tion will become so acute that no 
one is willing to predict what may 
happen. Actually, as one looks at 
Madrid today and sees the tremen- 
dous building program that has 
been carried out—a substantial part 
of it by private interests; finds res- 
taurants crowded; rides on the new 
autobuses or in the now abundant 
taxis, it is with a feeling of wonder 
that Spain, its gold taken, has been 
able to accomplish what it has in 
the few short years since the end 
of the civil war, with the world

Then there are the records of 
stone in the catacombs under the 
city of Rome, a city of the early 
Christians erected under the 
modern city. More than eleven 
miles of subterranean streets 
have been explored, and there we 
see the clearest arguments for 
the Mass, for the Holy Euchar- 
ist, for the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance, for prayers to the saints 
and martyrs, for prayers for the 
dead—all of which, according to 
modern Christian religions, have 
been innovations. 


The non-Catholic way of salva- 
tion, no matter how it may be 
presented in theory, is actually 
each individual’s way. They tell 
us that they find the “way” in 
the Bible, but the three oriyinal 


forms of Protestantism—Luth- 


eranism, Calvinism and Anglic- 
anism—have been subdivided in- 
to nearly one thousand sects; and 
the reason is that churchmen 
disagreed with churchmen con- 
cerning the interpretation of 
that Book, which means that 
each one denied an infallible 
voice within the religion to 
which he had first adhered.

We read in the Thisare Tribune, 
date of April 1, 1924, the following 
item from Portland, Oregon: 

“Oregon’s compulsory public 
schoo] law was declared unconsti- 
tutional today in an opinion in 
Federal Court here. 

“The opinion was rendered after 
a recent hearing en banc by Circuit 
Judge W. B. Gilbert and District 
Judges C. E. Wolverton and R. S. 
Bean. The law, which requires chil- 
dren of grammar school age to 
attend a public school, was adopt- 
ed by initiative at a general elec- 
tion in 1922 and was to have be- 
come effective September 1, 1926. 

“The vote was 115,506 to 103,695 
after a heated campaign. The bill, 
originally proposed by the Seottish 
Rite Masons, was backed by the 
Federated Patriotic Societies and 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

“The law provided that parents 
or guardians of children between 
the ages of 8 and 16 must send the 
children to public schools during 
the public school term or be guilty 
of a misdemeaner for each day they 
were kept out. 

“Private and parochial schools 
of the state attacked the law. The 
cases were brought the Hill 
Military Academy of Portland, a 
private school for boys, and by the 
Society of Sisters of the Holy 
Names of Jesus and Mary, a Cath- 
olic institution.

And God does the same for 
both of us.

Catholic Men in Action, the first 
in NCCM’s new series, will give 
George an overall view of what the 
Church expects of laymen. The 
function of the Church in present- 
day society, the pamphlet brings 
out, is the Christianization of the 
social order, and the Church will 
not fulfill its function unless the 
laity assume their proper and high- 
ly important role, To this end, the 
brochure continues, unity is neces- 
sary among laymen, in the parish, 
in the deanery, in the diocese, in 
the nation. Unity and united action 
on the part of Catholic men is the 
reason for existence of the Nation- 
al Council of Catholic Men. 
Through the NCCM, laymen are 
made a part of the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, which is 
the larger framework of coopera- 
tive action by the Bishops, priests 
and laity of the country. 


The Parish Council in Action 
gets down to specifics. In this 
pamphlet George will find what he 
wants most of all—a set of blue- 
prints which can be adapted to 
St. Callixtus’ Men’s Club, a plan 
of action in four different fields, a 
technique of coordinating the var- 
ious men’s societies in the parish, 
and what’s more, a way of alert- 
ing, arousing men to become doers 
and not hearers of the word only. 
This pamphlet is the account of 
a meeting, in drama-form, in which 
the activities of various men’s or- 
ganizations and committees are re- 
ported and woven together in the 
interests of efficiency and maximum 
strength. Although all parish so- 
cieties of men find a place in the 
parish council, the organizations 
mentioned in the pamphlet are 
those found in the typical Ameri- 
can parish, such as the Catholic 
War Veterans, the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Holy Name Society 
and Legion of Mary. Committees 
rendering an account of _ their 
stewardship are Youth and Family 
Life, Social Action, Radio-Press- 
Screen and Religious Education 
(the latter through the Confrater- 
nity of Christian Doctrine Chair- 
man). While the parish council 
depicted in the pamphlet has 
launched the full NCCM program, 
it is important to point out that a 
parish program, far from being 
superimposed from above, must be 
built out of local needs and local 
resources. At all events, as each 
person presents his report, he goes 
into detail as to just how the pro- 
ject is conducted, how leaders are 
recruited. In these brief, meaty 
speeches, George Miller will find 
precisely what he has been looking 
for. 

The Deanery Council in Action 
continues the story. Recounting the 
deliberations of a meeting of the 
deanery directors, this pamphlet 
shows how the delegates from par- 
ish councils get together with re- 
presentatives of interparochial or- 
ganizations (such of the K. of C.). 
As report follows report, George 
Miller gathers a wealth of infor- 
mation on techniques of action. 
Deanery chairmen of the four basic 
committees (Youth and Family 
Life, Radio-Press-Screen, Religious 
Education and Social Action) tell 
how their parish chairmen contrive 
to keep the ball rolling. George 
Miller sees at a- glance that 
through the deanery council, the 
diocesan program is nailed down 
in the parishes. The deanery sets 
up services, stimulates and 
strengthens parish committees. 
The Social Action Committee of 
Parish A might seem insignificant, 
but the strength is surprising when 
the Social Action Committees of 
Parishes A, B.and C work together. 
The Diocesan Council in Action 
rounds out the picture. George’s 
parish is close to his heart; his city 
is a source of pride. But his par- 
ish and his city aren’t the whole 
Catholic Church. 
to think of the strength that would 
come if the men of all parishes in 
the country were united in the 
same program. The diocesan coun- 
cil, he sees, is a link in a national 
chain, and sets up a system where- 
by all the men’s organizations 
within the diocese can “ride their 
bikes” in the same direction.

In that year Dr. Weigle, head 
of the Department of Religious 
Education of Yale University, 
speaking before a Community In- 
stitute of the Department of Ed- 
ucation in Cleveland, said: “The 
child is being educated in the pub- 
lic schools for every phase of his 
life but the religious. Music, art, 
domestic science, manual training, 
hygiene and supervised play, and 
athletics have been added to the 
three R’s.” 


In that year the National Educa- 
tion Association, at its Convention 
in Washington, D. C., passed the 
following unanimously: 


“The National Education Asso- 
ciation, while recognizing the Am- 
erican public school as the great 
nursery of broad and tolerant cit- 
izenship and of a democratic 
brotherhood, acknowledges also 
contributions made to education by 
private institutions and enterpris- 
es, and recognizes that citizens 
have the right to educate their 
children in either public or private 


‘Ischools, when the educational stan- 


dards of both are approved by the 
State educational authorities.” 


An even stronger and more di- 
rect endorsement of private 
schools, with religious schools 
named specially, came in the an- 
nual report of the secretary of 
the Association, which was adopted. 
It said: 

“There is no fight directed to- 
ward the private or religious 
school. There should be none. These 
institutions have their place and 
receive the encouragement of this 
Association. There are thousands of 
teachers in private schools in the 
membership of the Association. 
These schools should have the re- 
spect of public-school -authorities. 
Great contributions to human bet- 
terment are made by both ie 
ious and secular private schools, 


as well as by our great system of. 


public education. Our children and 
youth need these schools and many 
more. 

“There is no fight between these 
forces themselves. Nine-tenths of 
our public school teachers appre- 
ciate the mission and importance 
of our private educationa] enter- 
prises, and nine-tenths of our pri- 
vate school teachers value and un- 
derstand the necessity of public- 
school education.” 

Two years previously Charles W. 
Eliot, President Emeritus of Har- 
vard had this to say: 

“Our schools are desperately in 
need of religious teaching. It is 
difficult to exag te the y 
of it. The situation stares us in the 


face at every turn. It is the great- 


concern that democrats have 


squarely in the face. It is religion 
that we want to put into the hearts 
of the children.”

America’s Catholics, united with other church groups 
“by the love of God, the charity of Christ and the bond of 
common brotherhood,” are helping to harvest rich dividends 
of Christian goodwill throughout the nation and the world. 

In the past few months this cooperation has made pos- 
sible the sending of 2000 railroad carloads of life-giving 


American farm commodities from? 


26 states to the needy in 43 nations 
overseas through the Christian 
Rural Overseas program (CROP). 


The néed is still desperately urg- 
ent. Church workers in Europe 
and Asia have written, “Make no 
mistake about Christian overseas 
relief. The need is still desper- 
ate! Every day appeals for help 
pour into our offices. Help us give 
hopeful answers.” 


To meet that need, CROP is be- 
ing expanded nationwide this year. 
The program, to supply gifts in 
kind to the unfortunate overseas, 
is sponsored by Catholic Rural 
Life, representing the War Relief 
Services of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference; Church World 
Service, official relief distributing 
agency of 21 Protestant churches; 
and Lutheran World Relief, rep- 
resenting the majority of synods 
of that church, 

Plans now are being formulated 
to canvass every possible farm 
home in America during harvest 
seasons this. year in this Christian 
brotherhood program. Last year, 
1,500,000 farm families gave com- 
modities such as wheat, corn, raw 
wool and cotton, dried milk and 
fruit. 

Speaking of the CROP program, 
Monsignor L. G. Ligutti, execu- 
tive secretary of the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference, 
Des Moines, said: 

“Our contribution is really Chris- 
tian because it comes from Chris- 
tian hearts filled with thanksgiv- 
ing and love. Into the common 
storehouse come the, gifts of Cath- 
olics, Protestants, and Lutherans. 

“When the wheat and the corn 
are poured into the freight car, 
something very significant and 
symbolic takes place. Each grain 
loses its identity of origin and be- 
comes a part of a greater whole. 
It is still corm and wheat. It 
comes from the hearts of men that 
beat alike and it is intended to 
nourish men, women, and children 
of different races, creeds and na- 
tionalities, whose hearts beat like 
those of the donors. 

“As the grain loses its identity 
in the flour so that out of many 


kernels bread may be made, may} 


we human beings out of many be 
made into one, united by the love 
of God, the charity of Christ and 
the bond of common brotherhood, 
We Christians of America come 
to you with the cross of Christ as 
our symbol. No matter how small 
or big, crosses always fit into one 
another, and so must humanity.” 


CROP is the largest voluntary 
relief program ever undertaken. 
The gifts are distributed overseas 
through church agencies to the 
neediest, regardless of race, na- 
tionality or religious affiliation. 
Each American donor can designate 
the church group through which 
he wants his gift distributed. 


The recipients of CROP com- 
modities are the destitute, the 
aged, orphans, and the ill, These 
groups are not reached by govern- 
mental relief such as the Marshall 
Plan, which is designated to re- 
store national economies, not to re- 
habilitate the individual needy as 
CROP does. CROP does _ not 
duplicate any other relief project. 

Emphasis in CROP is on the giv- 
ing of unprocessed farm commo- 
dities, although cash gifts are ac- 


cepted and used to buy exportable | 


products. The commodities are 
shipped in carload lots because 
that is least expensive and car- 
load lots are substantially easier 
to control both in America and 
overseas. 


Furthermore, as Father H. J. 
Miller, from CROP National. Office, 
says, “Since self-help is the basis 
for long-range rehabilitation, 
CROP wants to send unprocessed 
commodities in bulk to provide em- 
ployment as well as relief.” 

The CROP drive is usually con- 
ducted in the states by an indivi- 
dual state director, who works with 
a state advisory committee on 


which all major church and farm 
organizations are represented. It 
is through this group that a state- 
wide organization is established to 
solicit and receive the gifts in kind. 

CROP is governed by a cabinet 
on which each of the parent agen- 
cies is represented. John D. Metz- 
ler represents Church World Serv- 
ice; Ray Murray, Catholic Rural 
Life, and C. E. Dahlin, Lutheran 
World Relief. Headquarters are 
at 308 West Washington Street, 
Chicago 6, Illinois. Father Miller 
now services as Priest Represen- 
tative.
